Salem urges MNF to stay on 


PARIS (R; — Lebanese Foreign Minister Elie Salem called 
Wednesday for the Multi-National Force ( MNF; to remain in the 
Beirut region until all foreign troops had left Lebanon. Mr. Salem 
was speaking to reporters on his arrival here for talks with French 
External Relations Minister Oaude Cheysson on Saturday after 
he attended an Islamic summit in Casablanca which ended .Wed- 
nesday. He recalled that the four-nation force was in Beirut to 
help maintain order and the authority of the Lebanese gov- 
ernment. “We hope this force will remain until its mission is 
accomplished to allow the Lebanese government to control com- 
pletely the Beirut region. Its departure should coincide with the 
total withdrawal of all foreign forces now in our country.” Mr. 
Salem was expected to leave Paris at the weekend for talks in 
London with British Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe.

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Cabinet preparing 
policy statement

ernment. headed by Prime Min- 
ister Ahmad 'Obeidai. is currently 
drawing up its policy statement 
which it will present to parliament 
and win a vote of confidence, acc- 
ording to A1 Ra’i newspaper. It 
said the pdlicy statement is mainly 
based on Lhe speech by His Maj- 
esty King Hussein on Monday to a 
joint session of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament. In 
accordance with paragraph three 
of Article 54 of the Constitution 
each ministry has to present a pol- 
icy statement to win parliament’s 
approval within one month of sta- 
rting functioning, the paper said. 


Jews "plan to move 
in to Arab Jerusalem 

AMMAN(J.T.’- AZionistorg- 
anisation has taken steps to inc- 
rease Jewish population in areas 
owned by Muslims in Arab Jer- 
usalem. according to reports rea- 
ching here. According to these 
reports the Atara Leyoshna org* 
anisation plans to spend 3(H> mil- 
lion shekelson construction in bui- 
ldings and refurbishing at least 52 
flats in the Arab-owned lands ins- 
ide the walled city. One of these 
places to be inhabited by Jews is a 
church-owned plot, said to be loc- 
ated near Herod's Gale, the rep- 
orts said. According to these rep- 
orts the new flats will have at least 
2.2IHI square metres of floor 
space, and the organisation also 
plans to build two hostels and a 
synagogue. The reports said that 
some Jewish families have already 
moved into a few of these flats-that 
were completed.

Some 1.4tiU workers are 
also building a S300 million air- 
port on the Falklands.

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Jordan-PLO moves depend oil 
progress of talks, says Sharaf

AMMAN — The progress of Jordan’s dia- 
logue with the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) on joint political moves will 
determine the nature of future co-operation 
and the course Jordan will follow in co- 
ordination with the PLO is in line with the 
goals of liberating the occupied lands and 
securing the right to self-determination for 
the Palestinians, Minister of Information 
Laila Sharaf said Wednesday. 


The reconvening of parliament 
is totally an internal Jordanian 
matter that carries no political 
bearing on the PLO's legitimate 
representation of the Palestinian 
people, the information minister 
said. 

Concerning the prospects for a 
new media policy in Jordan. Mrs. 
Sharaf said no practical measures 


will be taken in that direction in 
the present time but “there will 
not be any obstructions for res- 
ponsible journalists maintaining 
high standards of journalistic pra- 
ctises.”

Speaking at her firsr press con- 
ference after taking office. Mrs. 
Sharaf told reporters that Jordan 
cannot proceed with President 
Reagan's peace initiative put for- 
ward in September J9X2 because 
the United States failed to fulfil its 
promises to secure ihe withdrawal 
of Israeli troups from Lebanon 
and to impose a freeze on Israeli 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories. “The ball is in the Ame- 
rican and Israeli courts ” she said. 

Israel rejected the Reagan plan 
which proposed Palestinian self- 
rule in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip in association with Jordan, 
and an Arab proposal for an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state in the 
occupied territories. 

The PLO headed by Yasser 
Arafat. Mrs. Sharaf said, rep- 
resents the majority of Pal- 
estinians. The authority of the 
PLO will not be challenged after, 
the liberation of the occupied 
lands, and Jordan will- remain 
committed to the resolutions of 
the Rabat summit which emp- 
hasised the freedom and ind- 
ependence of the PLO as the sole 
and legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people, she added. 

No date had yet been set for a 
meeting between His Majesty 
King Hussein and the PLO cha- 
irman on a joint approach to the 
settlement of the Palestine pro- 


blem. Mrs. Sharaf said. “The iss- 
ues are clear for us and Arafat and 
we feel we are asked to move fast 
because the situation threatens to 
be dangerous in the area.” Mrs. 
Sharaf added. 

Commenting on the rec- 
onvening of the Jordanian Par- 
liament. which generated quite a 
lot of expectations within Jordan 
about the precise mechanism for 
future political delebrations. and 
raised the question of political 
parties. Mrs. Sharaf said: “ 1 do not 
foresee an early return of political 
parties, for this has to be studied 
because of the present conditions 
in the area and because of the 
turmoils." 

"Peronsally". she added. “J 
foresee blocks within the par- 
liament and positions separating 
different blocks as well as pro and 
anti-government pressure groups. 
-**J -would foresee. 7, she said, “free- 
elections. not on the basis of pol- 
itical parties but on the basis of 
individual programmes." 

Jordan will seek to amend the 
Arab League Charter so that res- 
olutions will be adopted on the 
basis of the malority decision and 
not consensus. Mrs. Sharaf said. 
She explained that resolutions 
based on consensus can always be 
obstructed by the r election of one 
country for its own particular int- 
erest.

7) Strengthening the Armed Forces to enable tnem tp defend! 
the nation, its stability and independence. 

8) Promoting educational programmes and methods to cope 
with the march of development and modernisation in a drive to| 
achieve more progress. 

9) Promoting economic achievements and endeavouring to str- 
engthen national economy by providing it with means of pro- 
tection against world economic crises. 

10) To seek the participation of all able and committed citizens 
and for this purpose the government will give due care to 
integrated social development. 


AUB president 
killed in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies: - A sha- 
dowy Islamic organisation cla- 
imed responsibility for the murder 
Wednesday of the president of the 
American University in Beirut 
(AUB : and T uesday’s kidnapping 
of a Saudi Arabian diplomat here. 

An anonymous caller, claiming 
to represent the 'Islamic Jihad" 
(holy war organisation, told a 
foreign news agency in Beirut that 
the university president. Malcolm 
Kerr, was killed as pan of a cam- 
paign to get all American and 
French nationals out of Lebanon. 

The caller said his group was 
also holding Saudi Arabian Con- 
sul Hussein Farrash. adding the 
diplomat was being judged “under 
Islamic law.” 

It was not clear whether the 
ennsurs “trial" had yet taken 
place. But the caller said" his body 
will soon be disposed of.” app- 
arenclyindicatingthat Mr. Farrash 
would be killed. 

The caller demanded anew that 
U.S. and French troops serving 
with the Multi-National Force 
( MNF leave Lebanon ”or we 


shall shake the earth under their 
feet” 

The caller talked in Arabic to 
the Beirut office of the French 
news agency Agence France Pre- 
sse about four hours after Mr. 
Kerf’s death in the western sector 
of the Lebanese capital. 

U.S. special Middle East envoy 
Donald Rumsfeld flew in from 
Israel not long after the ass- 
assination. 

He held a five-hour conference 
with Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel on what the state radio 
here described as ways of calming 
turbulancc in Lebanon. 

Mr. Kerr. 52. a Beirut-born 
American who specialised in Mid- 
dle East politics, was gunned 
down as he emerged from an ele- 
vator to walk into his office on the 
third floor of college hall at 9:10 
a.m. (H7MI GMT . 

His secretary and other AUB 
staff on the same floor did not hear 
the shot, but the noise of Mr. 
Kerr’s books, briefcase and umb- 
rella hitting the floor, brought 
them rushing to the scene. 


Debate over Egypt 
divides OIC summit 


CASABLANCA ( R’ - Hardline 
Arab states attending the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference’s 
(OIC summit have warned they 
may walk out if moderates con- 
tinue to press for Egypt's return to 
the 45-member body, conference 
sources said Wednesday. 

A proposal to review Egypt's 
status broughi strong objections 
from hardliners like Syria. Libya' 
and Algeria during a closed-door 
session which ended in the early 
Hours, the sources said. 

Libyan delegate Abdul SaJam ■ 
J alio ud was quoted as saying." Do 
you want to gain one member at 
the risk of losing several others?” 

Egypt was suspended from the 
OIC in 1 979 for signing a separate 
peace treaty with Israel. 

A review of Egypt's status was 
proposed by African and Asian 
heads of state, notably Presidents 
Mohammad Zia UJ-Haq of Pak- 
istan and Ahmad Sekou Toure of 
Guinea, and backed by Sudan. 
Turkey. Senegal and Somalia, the 
sources said. 

The issue was expected to be 


discussed further at a closed door 
session before the summit clbses 
late Wednesday or early Thursday 
morning. 

* Arafat-Khaddam meeting’ 

On the Middle East, the main 
problem debated by the summit, 
there were contradictory reports 
of a meeting between Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO* 
Chairman Yasser Arafat and Syr- 
ian Foreign .Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. 

The official Moroccan news, 
agency MAP said they met Tue- 
sday In Casablanca but later ret- 
racted the story which was also 
denied by Palestinian sources. 

But senior Moroccan sources 
insisted Tuesday they met far one 
hour but the report was quashed at 
the demand of the Syrians. 

A Syrian-PLO reconciliation 
would be a major breakthrough 
after Mr. Arafat and his sup- 
porters were forced to withdraw 
from north Lebanon last month in 
the face of attacks by Syrian- 
backed Palestinian rebels.

Sharon attempts to shift blame for Lebanon invasion

TEL AVIV ( Agencies’ - For- 
mer Israeli Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon has infuriated cab- 
inet colleagues by irying to play 
down his role in Israel's 19H2 inv- 
asion of Lebanon. 

Politicians and retired generals 
reacted with surprised laughter 
after the burly, hard-line minister 
told supporters fn Tel Aviv Tue- 
sday night that he had been abr- 
oad on a secret mission when it 
was decided to start the war. 

Mr. Sharon said by the time he 
returned home. Israeli planes 
were bombing Beirut and res- 
ervists had been mobilised on the 
Lebanese border. 

Mr. Sharon, forced to resign as 
defence minister after an inquiry 
found him indirectly responsible 
for a massacre of Palestinian ref- 
ugees. complained he had been 
unfairly saddled with res- 


ponsibility for the increasingly 

unpopular war. 

Cabinet ministers Wednesday 
confirmed Mr. Sharon had been 
abroad when the reservists were 
called up but said he was back on 
the eve of the war for the decision 
to invade. 

“1 was not party to the decision 
to bomb Beirut norm the decision 
to mobilise the army.” he told 
union activists in Tc! Aviv, add- 
ing: “Bui did I ever say a word 
about this? 1. as a member of the 
cabinet, saw myself responsible." 

A member of the ruling Likud 
coalition and a staunch supporter 
of Mr. Sharoru Guela Cohen, exp- 
ressed outrage and dis- 
appointment. “With all the acc- 
olades and laurels he deserves, 
comes one statement which ove- 
rshadows it all.” she told Israel 
Radio. 


The ultra-nationalist legislator 
accused Mr. Sharon of trying to 
shirk responsibility for his part in 
the Lebanon war. adding: “A per- 
son whose ego is so big and he 
believes in it so much, that does 
not bode well." 

Communications Minister 
Mordechai Zipori called Mr. Sha- 
ron’s remarks “the joke of the 
year." 

Former Prime Minister Men- 
achem Begin broke months of 
self-imposed silence to issue a 
one-sentence comment: "The 
whole government was res- 
ponsible for its actions.” 

Right-wing parliamentarian 
Guela Cohen, usually a Sharon 
supporter. told reporters: “I wou- 
ldn’t be surprised .if tomorrow 
Sharon says betook no part in the 
war at all... he's destroying him- 
self." 


Labour parliamentarian Yair 
Saban said there should be an inq- 
uiry into how the war started. 

Apparently stung by his col- 
league's remarks. Mr. Sharon poi- 
ntedly abstained from voting with 
the .government in parliament 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Sharon. 55. is now serving 
as a minister without portfolio. He 
has complained he has no real dut- 
ies and spends his time “sitting on 
a tractor” at his ranch in the Negev 

Last week, despite government 
lobbying on his behalf, he was rej- 
ected for a post m the Jewish age- 
ncy whfeh would have put him in 
charge of attracting immigrants to 
Israel. 

. The fact that, he was tiying to 
distance himself from the war was 
proof it had been a total failure, 
said one left-wing politician opp- 
osed to the fighting.

Lower House elects deputies 
to fill seven West Bank seats

AMMAN -• Seven Palestinians 
from the West Bank were Wed- 
nesday elected members of the 
Lower House of Parliament acc- 
ording to Article *ix oF the Con- 
stitution. 

Article XX. which was amended 
in 1 973. empowers the House to 
nominate and elect deputies 
whose election is rendered imp- 
ossible due to compelling sit- 
uations. _ 

' The article wfas applied fir 'Wed- 
nesday’ s elections because ele- 
ctions cannot be held in the West 
Bank due to the Israeli occ- 
upation. 

According to the article's pro- 
visions three-fourths of the mem- 
bership of the 60-member house 
should be present during the nom- 
ination and election process, and 
each candidate should secure at 
least two-thirds of the votes cast. 
'Wednesday’s session of the House 
was attended by 44 members. 

The seven seats filled Wed- 
nesday represent different regions 
in the 'Vest Bank. They are: Jer- 
usalem (one seat.. Bethlehem 
(two seats’. Jenin (two scats’. 
Ramallah rone seat and Tul- 
karem (one sear. A imai of 44 
candidates nominated themselves 
of fill the seats. 

Mr. Daoud Daoud was elected 
out of eight candidates nominated 


for the Jerusalem seat securing 32 
votes. 

Mr. Ribhi vtusiapha and Moh- 
ammad Dhuwayyeb were elected 
out of six candidates nominated 
for the Bethlehem region securing 
3N and 3') votes respectively. 

.Mr. Fayyad Jarrar and Mr. 
Ma'rouf Rabba' were elected to 
fill the two Jenin seats with 33 and 
3 1 votes respectively. 

Mr.Ziyad Younis. who secured 
35. votes, was elected from the 
Tulkarem region out of eight can- 
didates. 

" None of the 13 candidates nom- 
inated for the Ramallah region 
could secure two-thirds of the 
votes cast. Instead of holding ano- 
ther round of House elections for 
Ramallah between two candidates 
securing the highest number of 
votes. Dr. Jihad Barghouti. who 
secured 15 votes, opted to wit- 
hdraw and Dr. Musa Abu Ghosh, 
who won 26 votes, was elected to 
fill the seat. 

Wednesday's elections brings to 
52 the current members in the 
6(>- member House. The rest eight 
vacant seats, which represent East 
Bank constituencies, are to be fil- 
led through by-elcciions within 
two months. in accordance with an 
amendment to Article 73 of the 
Constitution adopted by the 
House during its extraordinary 
session held Jan. 9. 

The East and the West Banks 
have 3d seats each in the Lower 


House, suspended by His Majesty 
King Hussein in 1 974. after the 
Arab League recognised the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO as the sole and legitimate 
representative of the Palestinians. 

‘Expression of free will’ 

Wednesday’s parliamentary 
session was presided over by its 
new speaker. Akef Al Faye*, and 
attended by Prime Minister 
Ahmad ‘Obeidai and members of 
the cabinet. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat. commenting on 
the outcome of ednesday’s ele- ’ 
ctions. said that it was a” free exp- 
ression of the members’ will". 

"The deputies have exercised 
their right in absolute freedom, 
and responsible democracy, which 
satisfied all ot us. and this attitude 
clearly conforms fully with the 
Constitution and the Election Law 
and the government's drive to 
enhance constitutional life in the 
country." the prime minister said. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat added that the 
newly elected deputies will exe- 
rcise their right after taking the 
constitutional oath in accordance 
with parliamentary procedures. 

In reply to a question about 
women's participation in par- 
liamentary elections. Mr. ‘Obe- 
idat said that women already have 
the right to lake part in elections 
and “there is no need for an ame- 
ndment to the election law to 
grant women this right." 


Arab summit 
may be delayed 


BAHRAIN (R.‘ - An Arab 
summit scheduled to be held in 
Riyadh on March 3 1 could be pos- 
tponed for the second time bec- 
ause of inter- Arab differences, the 
Kuwait News Agency (KUNA' 
reported Wednesday. 

The agenqr. quoting official 
sources in Riyadh, said Arab for- 
eign ministers would meet in the 
Saudi capital on Feb. 24 to pre- 
pare the summit agenda. 

But the sources said i( was pos- 
sible disagreement on some of the 
major issues to be discussed might 
lead to a further postponement of 
the meeting. KUNA added. 

The summit, the first since a 
meeting in Fez. Morocco in Sep- 
tember 19X2. was -due to have 
been held last November. . But 
Saudi Arabia postponed it ind- 
efinitely because of inter- Arab 
differences, principally the con- 
tinued fighting in Lebanon and the 
split in the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO*. 

Diplomatic sources in the Gulf 
have said the Saudis are anxious 
not to host a summit that does lit- 
tle more than hold Arab dif- 
ferences up to the light of world 
opinion. 

The Fez summit was hailed as a 
triumph for Arab unity, producing 
an Arab Middle East peace plan 
calling for an independent Pal- 
estinian state in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, but implicitly rec- 
ognising Israel. 

Last month's the evacuation ot 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat and 
some 4.000 loyalist commandos 
from Lebanon ended months of 
fighting between them and 
Syrian-backed PLO radicals, but 
the Palestinian movement’s future 
strategy remains undecided. 


Shamir criticises Jordan 


TEL AVIV (R • Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir Wed- 
nesday “condemned" Jordan for 
trying to work closely with the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO 1 “instead of seeking peace 
with Israel." 

Mr. Shamir told parliament that 
Israel was disappointed that Jor- 
dan was using the reconvening of 
its parliament earlier this month, 
after a 10-year suspension, to 
“mend" relations with the PLO. 

"Jordanian speakers have dec- 
lared repeatedly they have no mi- 
en lion to hil at the PLO or to take 
over its mandate as the only rep- 


resentative of the Arabs of the 
land of Israel. 

"The Jordanian government 
knows very well that Israel will not 
conduct any negotiations direct nr 
indirect with terrorists." Mr. 
Shamir said. - 

King Hussein, in his opening 
speech to the newly reconvened 
parliament this week, said he vie- 
wed co-operation with the PLO as 
a national priority. 

Mr. Shamir said Wednesday: 
“Jordans behaviour in the int- 
ernational arena does not signal 
moderation or a willingness for 
peace with Israel." 


Shultz, Gromyko begin 
talks on East- West ties 


STOCKHOLM |R- - U.S. Sec- 
retary ot State George Shultz and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko Wednesday began the 
first high-level superpower talks 
in four months after an angry tir- 
ade by Mr. Gromyko against the 
United States. 

Only four hours before they met 
at the Soviet embassy. Mr. Gro- 
myko accused the Reagan adm- 
inistration of "thinking in terms of 
war and acting accordingly." 

Mr. Shul( 2 ’s motorcade drove in 
heavy snow through the Ijlack 
gates of the embassy on the wes- 
tern outskirts of Stockholm, 
where Mr. Gromyko was waiting. 
Police lined Mr. Shultz's route. 

The talks were the first between 
-the two men since last September, 
■when they had a frosty encounter 
after Soviet pilots shot down a 
South Korean airliner. 

Since then, relations have been 
further soured by U.S. missile dep- 
loyments in Western Europe and a 


Soviet walkout from missile neg- 
otiations. 

Mr. Gromyko and Mr. Shultz 
•started their talks in friendly fas- 
hion. swapping notes on the bitter 
American winter. 

“You will have to come to the 
United States to find out how cold 
(his winter is." Mr. Shultz (old Mr. 
Gromyko as they prepared to get 
down to business at the Soviet 
embassy with snow swirling out- 
side.

Lebanon contingent 


talks with Reagan 


ROME (R) — Italy has begun to reduce its 
contingent to the Multinational Force in 
Lebanon, a Defence Ministry spokesman 
said Wednesday. 


The spokesman confirmed Ita- 
lian press and radio reports that 
the 622-man "cemaia" Battalion 
of Bersaglieri Infantrymen, which 

began reluming to Italy Tuesday. 

would not be replaced. 

This would leave the Italian 
contingent at around I.5MI men. 
the spokesman said. Those who 
will stay arc mainly paratroops and 
marines. 

Press reports said a first det- 
achment of Ilf Bersaglieri flew 
into Venice Tuesday and the 
whole battalion would be back in 
ItaJv by Jan. 26. 

Defence Minister Giovanni 
Spadolini announced last month 
that there would be a "balanced 
reorganisation’ * of the Italian con- 
tingent. a phrase interpreted to 
mean its reduction. 

Italian politicians have exp- 
ressed fears that the force, which is 
also made up of troops from Bri- 
tain. France and the United Sta- 
tes. could get caught up internal 
Lebanese fighting. 

Italian government officials 


have hinted the Italian contingent 
could eventually be reduced to 
l.Iff) men. the figure they say was 
originally agreed with the Leb- 
anese government. 

The officials say the contingent 
swelled to more than 2.IMI0 for 
technical and security reasons. 

France has also reduced its con- 
tingent by rc-assigning some 4(H) 
men to the long-standing United 
'Nations force in South Lebanon. 


Syria urges resistance 


in Damascus an official Syrian 
newspaper Wednesday described 
LLS. Marines in Beirut as a “mil- 
itia" and called on the Lebanese to 
step up resistance against what it 
termed the American-Israeli occ- 
upation of Lebanon. 

Referring to the U.S. Marines, 
who form pan of a Multinational 
Force in Beirut, the newspaper A1 
Thawra said: “The American for- 
ces have turned into militias fig- 
hting with one Lebanese faction 
against another and have deviated 


from their original aim." 

It called on the Lebanese peo- 
ple to "step up resistance against 
American-Israeli occupation." 

Al Thawra said the Lebanese 
should create the right atm- 
osphere to ensure the success of 
national reconciliation talks and 
work on the abrogation of the May 
1 7 agreement with Israel. 

It also called for the unc- 
onditional withdrawal of Israeli 
forces, “and the Multinational 
Force which is considered as the 
other face of the Israeli invasion 
and occupation.” of Lebanon. 

The Syrian government has rej- 
ected any political settlement in 
Lebanon unless the controversial 
troop withdrawal agreement with 
Israel is abrogated. 

The Syrian demand, echoed by 
Syria's Lebanese allies, is believed 
to be behind the delay in imp- 
lementing a comprehensive sec- 
urity plan to disengage com- 
batants in Lebanon. 

The Syrian newspaper Tishreen 
quoted U.S. special envoy Donald 
Rumsfeld as telling Syrian officials 
that Washington planned to han- 
dle the Lebanese crisis in several 
stages. leaving any pending issues 
until after the U.S. presidential 
election. 


Turkey to seek re-admission 
to Council of Europe assembly 


ANKARA tR - A group of 
Turkish members of parliament 
left Ankara for France \\ ed- 
nesdav to lobby Turkey’s ease in 
the Council of Europe, officials 
said. 

The MRS arc the first of four 
groups which will urge colleagues 
in a number of European cou- 
ntries to support the re-admission 
of Turkish members to the cou- 


ncil's parliamentary assembly fol- 
lowing the end of military rule last 
month. 

. It is still uncertain whether Tur- 
key. which has not been rep- 
resented in the Strasbourg-based 
assembly since the military coup 
of 1 N«n. will participate in its next 
meeting scheduled for Jan. 3l>. 

The assembly voted last Sep- 
tember that the then-planned new 


Turkish parliament could not val- 
idly constitute a delegation to the 
assembly due to Turkey's human 
rights record and the exemption of 
some political panics from last 
November's general elections. 


WASHINGTON (US1AJ — A 
delegation from the National Ass- 
ociation of Arab Americans 
(NAAA i met with President Rea- 
gan and some of his senior adv- 
isers on Jan. 16” to exchange ideas 
and opinions and to see where we 
agree and disagree.” according to 
the leader of the delegation. 
NAAA President Robert Joseph. 

Describing the meeting for rep- 
orters Jan. 17. Mr. Joseph said it 
was "a real opportunity... to exp- 
ress ourselves and give an ove- 
rview on a number of subjects." 
He added that the meeting was 
"friendly and cordial — but nei- 
ther side convinced the other to 
revise its views.” 

During the meeting at the 
White House. Mr. Joseph said his 
group had told the president of 
their support for his adm- 
inistration's diplomatic activities 
in Lebanon and for its efforts tow- 
ard unifying Lebanon and enc- 
ouraging broader participation in 
the Gemayel government by all 
Lebanese. 

However. Mr. Joseph said the 
delegation also had expressed the 
N AAA's concern over the U.S. 
military involvement in Lebanon 
and the administration's strategic 
co-operation agreement with Isr- 
ael. 

"We indicated we were ext- 
remely pleased with the dialogue 
opened with Syria." Mr. Joseph 
said, adding that he had urged the 
president to consider meeting with 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad. 

"In our opinion." Mr. Joseph 
.said, “dialogue with Syria is cru- 
cial to a solution in Lebanon and a 
solmion in the Middle East, inc- 
luding the Palestinian question.” 


Mr. Joseph also said the NAAA 
shares the administration's con- 
cern tner Soviet influence in the 
Middle East, adding that most 
Arab states "arc in no way. shape 
or form attracted to the Soviet 
Union or to Communism.” 

Mr. Joseph would repeat little 
of what the president had to say. 
However, he did note that Pre- 
sident Reagan had told the del- 
egation that a precipitous wit- 
hdrawal of the U.S. Marines from 
Lebanon would "pull the rug from 
under the Lebanese people." 

Mr. Joseph said the NAAA 
agreed that a sudden withdrawal 
would not be good. He said what 
the NAAA would like to sec is a 
United Nations force to replace 
the Multinational Force, although 
he admitted this is not likely bee- 
ause such a move would be vetoed 
by the Soviet Union in the U.S. 
Security Council. 

Mr. Joseph suggested an alt- 
ernative might be a force com- 
posed of Third World countries 
that would not be a part of the 
East -West conflict.

Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (UNESCO} to dis- 
cuss co-operation between Jordan 
and the U.N. organisation. 
Among the topics discussed was 
the status of Jerusalem and ways 
of protecting holy places there 
under Israeli occupation. 

Prince Hassan also met with the 
emir of Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber A1 
Ahmad A1 Sabah, to discuss sub- 
jects on the agenda of the Islamic 
conference which he also dis- 
cussed later with Algerian Foreign 
Minister Ai Taleb Al Ibrahimi.

Deputy Prime Minister and Min- 
ister of Interior Suleiman Arar 
and Jordan's representative to the. 
Arab League.

ammad Shahed Ismail. 

The stoppage will be between 
three and five in the afternoon, he 
said. 


Also, according to Mr. Ismail, 
all telephone communications 
with the rest of the world via the 
special international telephone 
system will be suspended during 
this period. 

He said that this temporary sus- 
pension is due to maintenance 
work. on the Syrian pan of the 
maritime cable which links Syria 
with Greece.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Rain fed In most parts of Jordan Wednesday giving 
some hope to farmers that this wM not be a drought year. 

The meteorological department said that rain fell in Amman, 
Bhlqa, Irbid, Karak and Sbobak Govemorates in varying degrees and 
snow also fell on high regions spec ia% in Sbobak, Wadi Mnsa, Ras Al 
Naqab, Amman anil Salt. 

• It forecast more scattered rain for Thursday especially in the eas- 
tern regions of the country, though with a slight rise in temperature. 

In view of the rain which feD almost continually in Amman Tuesday 
night, the Public Security Department urged citizens to take pre- 
cautionary measures and keep away from low lying regions and the 
banks of streams. 

It called on afl citizens to help open culverts and canals to farilitatf 
the flow of rain water and so help avert the danger of flooding homes. 

The department called on the public to seek help from the civil 
.defence if any emergency arises, especially when are unable to cope 
with the situation. 

It gave the telephone number 199 for people in the capital to call in 
order to get help from civil defence centres. 

According to the Public Security Department, aD roads in the 
country are safe and open and no accidents have been reported 
caused by the weather conditions.

Filling stations to close 
after petrol adulteration

orists. a JPRC spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

He said that the Ministry of 
Industry. Trade and Tourism has 
been notified of the action tog- 
ether with the Ministry of Supply 


and the General Union of Petrol 
Stations. 

JPRC teams conduct regular 
inspections of all petrol stations in 
the country to ensure that they 
abide by specifications set for the 
sale of each oil bi-product. the 
spokesman said. 

He called on the public to notify 
JPRC whenever they discover any 
discrepancies in the oil products 
they buy from petrol stations. 


Infrastructure evaluation 
meeting slated for Sun.

New information minister outlines future attitude to press 

Credibility, objectivity to be state 
media policy, says Laila Sharaf

AMMAN — Minister of Information Laila Sharaf 
Wednesday defined her ministry’s future policy wit- 
hin the framework of principles included in His 
Majesty King Hussein’s letter of appointment add- 
ressed to Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obeidat, and the 
King’s speech from the throne. 


She said that her ministry is det- 
ermined to maintain an inf- 
ormation policy characterised by 
credibility, objectivity and rat- 
ionality to encourage collective 
participation on the part of the 
public as & contribution to Jor- 
dan's development and in a drive 
to enhance national pride. 

Addressing a press conference 
held at the Jordan Int- 
ercontinental Hotel in Amman.* 
Mrs. Sharaf said that her min- 
istry’s general policies will be 
based on respect for the Jordanian 
citizen, his awareness and his sen- 
ses. 

“tVe believe in the awareness 
and maturity of the Jordanian soc- 
iety. and we will maintain open 
channels with (he people without 
any constraints or complications 
because we believe that such 
communication is bound to ensure 
a continuation of consultation and 
cooperation as well as collective 
efforts to promote the role of inf- 
ormation that will lead to self- 
control whenever the need arises 
for the public to safeguard Jor- 
dan's interests and progress.’* the 
minister said. 

She told representatives of the 
press and information media. in 
Jordan. Arab and foreign cou- 
ntries that her ministry is well 
aware of the full meaning of the 
“credibility of information work" 
and will do its best to maintain this 
in all its departments in coo- 
peration with the national press. 


“The role of information is not 
merely to convey news (o the pub- 
lic." she said, “but rather is a 
means through which to develop 
the minds and mentality of the 
■new generation and so orientate 
them in positive, scientific and tru- 
thful analysis by avoiding hyp- 
ocrisy and striving to present the 
truth." Mrs. Sharaf added. 

She said that her ministry will 
exen every possible effort to put 
this into practice, instead of just 
demanding that the people do 
what they are told. 

“The Ministry of Information 
will promote the dynamics of inf- 
ormation and news, and will enc- 
ourage all national media to adopt 
this policy." the minister said. 

She added that the ministry is 
well aware of the importance of 
Arab information abroad and rea- 
lises its shortcomings. Forthis rea- 
son. she continued, it will pursue 
efforts to bridge the gap. as much 
as possible, and will also maintain 
'open channels with Arab and for- 
eign news organisations in Jordan. 

The ministry wij^ furthermore 
build strong, friendly ties with 
those organisations which play a 
leading role in influencing world 
public opinion. Mrs. Sharaf said. 

. The Ministry of Information, 
she said, has a profound faith in 
our national heritage and in our 
people's true sense of belonging to 
the nation and its genuine cultural 
roots. This, she said, should be ref- 
lected in the national news, as well 



as the cultural and artistic pro- 
grammes. 

■■ Wc will adopt a policy of res- 
earch. scrujiny and deep study 
before presenting any pro- 
grammes pertaining to culture, an 
theatre and news but will also 
maintain open windows to the 
outside world in a very healthy 
and positive manner that will enh- 
ance and enrich our national cul- 
ture." the minister added. 

" tV'e believe that the richness of 
our heritage reached a climax with 
the advent or Islam and when the 
Arabs carried the religion to other 
cultures and nations with whom 
they mixed to give us the present 
culture in- which we take pride." 
vlrs. Sharaf said. If wc wish to 
leave to our children a heritage to 
augment that of our ancestors, wc 
have to follow in their footsteps 
and keep all doors and windows 
open to fruitful cultural com- 
munications. she said. In this res- 
pect. she added, information con- 
stitutes one of the widest channels 
and the major means of com- 
munication. 

The .Ministry of Information, 
.vlrs. Sharaf said, is not an enemy 


of researchers and journalists nor 
is it practising to compete with 
them. Rather, she said, it is a fri- 
end and a protector; a helper and a 
guide. 

Therefore, she said, (he min- 
istry looks forward to a positive 
and meaningful relationship with 
all media men and will keep its 
department's doors open to them, 
because it hopes, through con- 
structive and positive cooperation 
with the media, that it will help 
maintain a proper standard for the 
press in the best interests of the 
prolession and the interest of the 
Jordanian society at large. 

“These principles." she said, 
"place on all media people a hea- 
vier burden than they can imagine. 

"The ministry now intends to 
shift the burden ol responsibility 
for positive and mature inf- 
ormation dissemination to the 
media people who will be exp- 
ected to exercise sell-comrol 
whenever the need arises. 

"Thus, she said, our press will 
not become an arena for pro- 
pagating rumours and irr- 
esponsible talk nor will the press 
be able to peddle personal ven- 
dettas and destructive attitudes." 
she said. 

"This policy of a liberal press 
calls on everyone ol you to abide 
strictly bv the ethical charter of the 
profession and the ministry will 
place upon your shoulders the 
responsibility of pursuing efforts 
for promoting journalism and inf- 
ormation in Jordan to a degree 
where it will act as a vanguard for 
the nation's progress." the min- 
ister said. 

The Ministry of Information, 
she added, will be watching this 
with hope and vigilance. "and will 
act as a trusted guard to prevent 
any abuse by anybody of our joint 
march towards national asp- 
irations. ambitions and goals."

4 Jordanian banks told to boost capital 


AMMAN (R: — Four Jordanian 
' banks have been asked to increase 
. their capital as part of government 
• efforts to strengthen the banking 
sector, a Central Bank official said 
Wednesday. 

The official told Reuters the 
prime minister had issued a letter 
on Jan. 7 asking the four banks, all 
of which are at least 5 1 per cent 
owned by Jordanian shareholders, 
to raise capital to JD 5 million 
(SI 3.3 million* by the end of this 
year. 

Capital of the four banks — 
Petra Bank. Cairo Amman Bank. 
Bank of Jordan and Jordan Isl- 
amic Bank for Finance and Inv- 
estment — at present ranges bet- 
ween JD 3 million and JD 4 mil- 
lion. 

The official said it was up to the 
banks to decide how to increase 
their capital. 

He also said the Central Bank 
would shortly circulate rules for 
foreign banks here, which have 
been to Id to give Jordanian cit- 
izens 5 1 per cent equity by 19X7. 

Among the banks affected by 
'the new equity rules are Grindlays 
Bank. British Bank of the Middle 


East. Bank of Credit and Com- 
merce International. ChaW vlan- 
hatian Bank. Citibank and Raf- 
idain Bank. 

Most of these banks have a cap- 
ital of JD 3 million, and banking 
sources said they were anxious to 
know whether giving majority 
equity to Jordanians would req- 
uire an increase in capital. 

. But they said the directive to t he 


four local banks implied foreign 
banks might also be asked to raise 
capital to JD 5 million. 

They noted most of the foreign 
banks were expected to take Jor- 
danian partners, which would 
enable them to expand business by 
opening branches in Jordan, 
which they are not allowed to do at 
present. 


Agricultural body seeks 
to recapture E.C. markets 

AvlMAN (J.T.' — The Agricultural Marketing Organisation 
(AMO‘ has started dispatching samples of Jordanian agricultural 
products to European countries. 

The first such shipments will go |o Holland and Britain with the 
purpose of resuming Jordan's agricultural links with markets of the 
European Community (EC ' countries, according to Mazen Abdul 
Oader AMC director. 

He said that Jordanian agricultural projects have not been mar- 
keted in Europe for a longtime and AMC is planning to resume these 
links and find new markets for such products in accordance with 
directives from the Higher Agricultural Council. 

A MC is studying the prospect of finding new markets in various 
European nations taking into consideration freight and shipment 
cost of such products. Mr. Abdul Oader said.

Chamber considers amending statutes to play 
fuller role in industrial policy, says new head

AMMAN — The Amman Cha- 
mber of Industry will study the 
possibility of amending its law. 
issued in the early sixties, in order 
to cope with the industrial pro- 
gress manifested over the past 20 
years, the newly-appointed pre- 
sident of the chamber’s board of 
directors Isam Budair. 

In an interview wfc s the Jordan 
Times. Mr. Budair said that ind- 
ustry in Jordan contributes a very 
large percentage to the gross nat- 
ional product and hence the law, 
which has’ governed the chamber 
since 1962, should be amended 
“to make it more applicable for 
the present time." 

Mr. Budair pointed out that the 
chamber, which merely acts as an 
advisory establishment, has end- 
eavoured to contribute on a more 
extorsive level by widening the 
possibility of participation in the 
economic and industrial activities 
of the country. 

He explained that the law of the 
chamber needs some amendments 
in respect to the way it classifies 
industries, the limited possibility 
for industrial establishments to 
elect members to its board of dir- 
ectors as weD as to the limited role 
of the chamber itself. 

Mr. Budair said that the cha- 
mber’s sixth board of directors. 


which will hold office until 1987, 
will focus on the possibility of 
amending the law which will ena- 
ble the chamber to play a more 
effective role in the country' s ind- 
ustrial planning, the drawing up of 
industrial laws and all matters rel- 
ated to industry. 

Executive body 

He stressed that the chamber 
will never become an executive 
body but will always remain an 
advisory establishment even if the 
law is amended. 

The difference will be, he 
added, that the chamber will be 
able to influence policy making 
“in giving advice to the gov- 
ernment so that it can translate 
new ideas into practice." 

Mr. Budair explained that the 
chamber ought to have at least 
small say in the industrial policy of 
the country. 

This is particularly true in rel- 
ations to the protection of ind- 
ustrial products as well as the lic- 
ensing of new industries. 

“There are firms operating in 
certain fields covering more than 
what is seeded tty the country. 
Hence this is creating problems of 
wasted resources; the so-called 
duplication problem,” be said. 

In respect to Jordan’s national 
export policy. Mr. Budair said that 
the chamber should be able to play 


a more effective role in the for-- 
station of bilateral agreements 
with other countries especially in 
* inserting certain clauses which 
would give Jordanian exports pre- 
ferential treatment." 

This is important, he said, bec- 
ause the country’s exports are only 
15 per cent of imports. 

Protectionism 

Asked about essential measures 
that should be taken to protect 
Jordanian industry, Mr. Budair' 
said that certain custom duties as 
well as quotas on some items sho- 
uld be introduced. 

He added that there should res- 
trictions on the founding of ind- 
ustries that already exist in the 
country to avoid the duplication of 
same industries “unless there is a 
heavy demand for that specific 
industry.” 

He pointed out that the bigger 
the industry the lower the cost of 
production, argument which fav- 
ours the existence of a few large 
ventures in a particular field rat- 
her {tan a proliferation of small 
concerns. 

Referring to the Sahab Industrial 
Estate, which was created to help 
medium and small industries, Mr. 
Budair said that it was an excellent 
idea and that there are already 
several industries which have 
moved there “especially aTter the 
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Isam Budair 

reduction in the land rents." 

Regarding the people’s faith in 
local industry, Mr. Budair said > 
that unfortunately there exists lit- 
tle trust due mainly to “what we’ 
call historical reasons." 

He explained that most people 
in most developing countries do 
not trust local indusiry because 
“they have bad experiences sev- 
eral decades in the past." 

Mr. Budair stressed that this is 
antiquated thinking for “ind- 
ustrialists have done very well in' 
improving the quality of their pro- 
duction." 

He pointed out that there are 
certain industrial products which 
are comparable to high quality 
foreign products. 

However, he added, some ind- 
ustries do not confirm to standards 
and this is one of the main pro- 
blems the chamber “is going to 
fight against in order to encourage 
and help our industrialists bring 


their products up to the highest, 
standard possible/' 

Future policy 

Mr. Budair said that to promote 
the country’s industries the cha- 
mber's future policy will focus on 
education, propoganda and public 
relations" to give the people a cle- 
arer idea of the local industries.” 

On new ideas to be introduced 
into the chamber's internal sys- 
tem. Mr. Budair plans to improve 
the chambers services by com- 
puterising the information ava- 
ilable. 

He added that the chamber also 
plans to improve its general staff 
“by creating a new research sec- 
tion to draw up a study of small 
industries that could be est- 
ablished in Jordan.” 

Asked about training centres 
belonging to the chamber. Mr. 
Budair said that there are none at 
present but “we do participate in 
the workings of many training ins- 
titutes especially in training our 
staff. 

Mr. Budair said that the cha- 
mber gives JD 10.0UU every year 
to the Administration Institute 
which belongs to the Industrial 
Development Bank. 

Mr. Budair said that the cha- 
mber is also represented on the 
Vocational Training Institute at 
board level as well as at the Sahab 
Industrial Estate. 
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With election closer, Reagan strikes a different note

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan who took office three 
years ago calling Soviet leaders 
liais. cheats and criminals, struck a 
markedly different note Monday 
as he prepared for an expected 
re-election bid this year. 

But questions remained over 
whether his softer tone marked a 
change in policies as well as rhe- 
toric — an d. if so. whether it could 
1 have any practical effect so late in 
his current term. 

Barring an unlikely change in 
i Moscow's refusal to resume nuc- 
lear arms control talks under pre- 
sent conditions, opposition Dem- 
ocrats seemed sure to continue 
making a major campaign issue of 
the deterioration in U.S.-Soviet 
relations under Mr. Reagan. 

■ The president’s generally con- 
ciliatory speech included a call for 
, “constructive cooperation” and 
dialogue with Moscow and ass- 
urances that "our challenge is 


peaceful ... we do not threaten the 
Soviet Union.” 

This contrasted sharply with 
Mr. Reagan's first news con- 
ference as president when he cha- 
rged. in the toughest words from 
any U.S. leader since the cold war 
of the 1950s. that Moscow would 
“lie. cheat or commit any crime” 
in pursuit of world Communism. 

As recently as last year, he ref- 
erred to the Soviet Lin ion as an 
evil empire and ‘‘the focus of evil 
in the world today 

Not surprisingly. U.S.-Soviet 
relations, already strained under 
President Carter, slid steadily 
downwards to hit the lowest level 
since the cold war. 

Nascent signs of a warmer trend 
last summer were wiped out on 
Sept. I when a Soviet pilot shot 
down a Korean civilian airliner 
over a strategically-sensitivc area 
killing all 26 1 * people aboard. 

Relations in the following 
weeks went from bad to worse as 
the United States began deploying 
new medium-range missiles in 
Europe. Moscow walked out of 


talks on limiting these weapons 
and suspended two other sets of 
arms control negotiations. 

But it appeared that the onset of 
an election year, in which Mr. 
Reagan was expected to be the 
Republican candidate and seek a 
second four-year term, inspired 
some second thoughts in the 
White House about polishing up 
his "peace image.” 

Hence Mr. Reagan’s speech 
Monday. 

It was televised to Europeans 
and Americans and delivered in 
advance to the Soviet embassy just 
two days before a potentially cru- 
cial meeting in Stockholm bet- 
ween Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko. 

Mr. Reagan, as he had promised 
m a new year press interview, avo- 
ided his earlier rhetoric about cri- 1 
minals and evil empires. 

Instead he stressed "common 
interests” between ordinary Sov- 
iet and American citizens and 
their governments, foremost 
among them "to avoid war and 


reduce the level of arms ” 

The president* s speech also con- 
tained strong echoes of his earlier 
hard line towards the Kremlin, 
however. 

Time and again he cited U.S. 
military' power as essential “to 
negotiate successfully and protect 
our interests.” 

Mr. Reagan strongly implied 
that prospects for “a constructive 
and realistic working relationship 
with the Soviet Linion” were bri- 
ghter only because of American 
economic recovery and a more 
credible U.S. military deterrent 
since he took office. 

And he did not hesitate to rep- 
eat past criticisms, accusing Mos- 
cow of committing human rights 
abuses at home and of adding to 
tensions in the Middle East. He 
also voiced "serious concerns 
about Soviet compliance with agr- 
eements and treaties." 

This was an indirect reference 
to a report, on which Con- 
gressmen and the press were bri- 
efed last week, that accuses Mos- 


cow of several violations of exi- 
sting arms control accords.

IN answering questions from representatives of the local and 
• international press yesterday, the minister of information, 
Mrs. Laila Sharaf, was as candid and honest as could be. The 
. issues that had to be discussed, however, were more varied and 
diverse than any one single session with the media could han- 
. die. 

On the search for a settlement to the Palestinian problem, 

■ Mrs. Sharaf emphasised Jordan’s long-standing position that 
the Palestine Liberation Organisation will have to play its full 
role, as the sole and legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people, in any quest for peace and that the inalienable rights of 
the Palestinians will have to be addressed and respected in any 
; such endeavour. Europe and the Soviet Union would have to 
participate in the peace process, and the Americans would have 
to fulfil their promises on getting the Israelis out of Lebanon 
and to halt the building of Jewish settlements in the occupied 
territories, before any real progress could be made in the 
Middle East. 

On the home front, the Jordanian government will work 
towards strengthening democratic practices and ensuring a 
healthy parliamentary life, Mrs. Sharaf said. And this would 
require full co-operation of all sectors of the Jordanian com- 
munity. 

The minister of information discussed her ministry's pro- 
gramme for developing the Jordanian media and her vision of a 
mature relationship between the government and the press. 
She gave some sound analysis of how this tie should work, 
saying the new information policy should be characterised by 
credibility and objectivity to encourage collective participation 
in Jordan's development and responsibilities. 

In all, it was a good debate with the minister who, while 
presenting the bright picture of things, did not overlook the 
more difficult aspects of the situation as a whole. But it remains 
to be seen whether the Jordanian press, w hich truly aspires to 
play a stronger role in the service of this country and its people, 
-will jbe enabled to take the qualitative jump. that is needed to 
enhance our democratic values and practices in line with the 
restoration of parliamentary life to the Kingdom. 

When the talk about generalities gives way to a new era of 
laying down specifics for the coming stages — a process that 
has already started with the advent of the new government — 
we will be able to judge the future better for ourselves. For 
now, however, it has been a good start.

Q: How do you evaluate the PLO 
at the present time? 

A: The Syrian government is 
bent on destroying the PLO and 
its leader, chairman Arafat. They 
think that by doing this they can 
control the PLO and strengthen 
their political position to bargain 
and negotiate in the future. They 
have used some Palestinians who 
were critical of Arafat as a cover 
for this very brutal attack against 
the true Palestinian refugee camps 
and the city of Tripoli. 

Prom the political view. ] don’t 
think the PLO can be destroyed. 
Arafat is a symbol of the Pal- 
estinian people, and you cannot 
crush a people through sheer mil- 
itary power. The Palestinians suf- 
lered a defeat in northern Leb- 
anon but 1 think the five million 
Palestinians will survive. They will 
resist this attempt by the Syrian 
government to control their des- 
tiny and they will find ways and

(?• Why should Syria have any 
particular yearnings to champion 
(he PLO cause, especially with Mr. 
Arafat out of the picture? 

A: There are a number of rea- 
sons why the Syrian government is 
doing this. It is the main Arab pol- 
itical and military force in the reg- 
ion. H warns to have control over 
Lebanon and over the PLO and it 
wants to speak for everybody in 
i he region. 

That is why Syrian envoys came 
to W ashington in the last three or 
four months and nearly reached 
an understanding with the U.S. 
government whereby i think the 
U.S. government is not objecting 
to this Syrian attempt at con- 
trolling the PLO. Statements From 
Israeli leaders, including Pre- 
sident Chaim Herzog at the Uni- 
ted Nations, say the PLO is fin- 
ished - Arafat is finished: the 
United Stales and Israel can imp- 
ose the peace they want. 

It is tragic that this Syrian ons- 
laught is ultimately allowing Israel 
to continue domination of the Pal* 
J estinians. denying them their right 


to exist as a nation. 

0: How do you reconcile that 
attitude by certain people in the 
United States saying they espouse a 
just settlement of the Palestinian 
question? 

A: I think the public sentiment 
of the average American is with 
the Palestinians because the Pal- 
estinians arc the underdog. 

Last summer they were seen on 
television being killed and wiped 
out in refugee camps. But public 
sentiment is not translating itself 
into American foreign policy. It’s 
not influencing the White House. 

Wc saw in northern Lebanon 
other massacres of Palestinians 
and Lebanese. Despite this, the 
U.S. government is not doing any- 
thing to bring any kind of hum- 
anitarian medical aid to these 
people. The international com- 
munity sits immobilised. 

Q: Why do you feel everybody is 
more or less acceding to the des- 
truction of Mr. Arafat’s lea- 
dership? Why would that be the 
desire if in fact he, from the Pal- 
estinians’ point of view, is their 
symbol, their real spokesman? 

A: There arc reasons for that. 
Chairman Arafat presents lea- 
dership in the Middle East which 
is unique, a leadership that came 
lo power by election. It is a lea- 
dership that has been democratic, 
has allowed criticism and dem- 
ocratic dialogue. 

This is unacceptable in the Mid- 
dle East, where governments do 
not allow criticism and true dem- 
ocracy. 

The Palestinians in the last 25 
years were a force of change, of 
progressive ideas. That is una- 
cceptable in the Middle East, 
which represents regimes that are 
for- status quo. for military cur- 
fews. for control of public opinion 
and so on. 

So it’s not the question of des- 
troying Arafat: it is the des- 
truction of the Palestinian people. 
It is bringing the Palestinians back 
under control, whether it is Israeli 
military control or being con- 
trolled by oppressive Arab gov- 
ernments. 

In the West, their struggle is 
-portrayed by Zionists and pro- 
Zionists as terroristic, but in rea- 
lity they were truly a force for cha- 
nge. for progressive ideas, for sec- 
ular ideas, for democratic ideas. 
And 1 think the Israelis knew that 
and that is why in Israel you had 
increasing numbers of prominent 
Jews who spoke up in defence of 
the Palestinian people. But of cou- 
rse these Jewish voices are a min- 
Jority. The Israeli government 
under Begin and now under Sha- 
mir depends on sheer military 
power to crush the Palestinians. 


Begin and Shamir are ex-terrorist 
leaders, and their policy is simply 
to wipe out the Palestinians, con- 
trol them by military force and 
take over what remains of Pal- 
estinian land. I mean, to occupy 
West Bank and Ga 2 a. 

Q: So you really don’t feel there 
is any real desire for a settlement of 
the Palestinian question on gro- 
unds that would be acceptable to 
Palestinians? 

A: I'm sorry to say I don't see 
any hope for a settlement soon. 
The PLO accepted the recent 
U.N. resolutions which called for 
the Palestinians to exercise the 
right ol sovereignty and to est- 
ablish an independent land. • 

But I think due mainly to L\S. 
opposition at the L'nited Nations, 
especially in the Security Council, 
we arc unable to move toward 
some kind of equitable solution. 
But unfortunately. I think the 
tinned States and Israel oppose 
Lhai strongly, with manipulation 
by Syria and other Arab gov- 
ernments. 

But I still believe that despite all 
the strife and conflict and blo- 
odshed. it is achievable: It is a 
must - the Palestinians must have 
a state of their own. 

The steps are these: First, to 
stop the massacres and the per- 
secution. Second, to reunite them, 
to gather them again from among 
the exiles in Lebanon. Jordan and 
Syria, and reunite them as a peo- 
ple in a state of their own and heal 
the wounds of war and turn their 
energies toward nation con- 
struction and the positive aspects 
of human development. 

Q: Some who oppose nationhood 
Tor the Palestinians say this could 
become a surrogate of the Soviet 
Union. Do you feel that is a very 
strong possibility? 

A: This is total nonsense, it is 
part of Zionist propaganda lo 
deny the Palestinians Lheir rights 
by saying, look, they are 3 Soviet 
tool. It is an irony that Syria is 
wiping nut the Palestinians in the 
north with Soviet weapons, alt- 
hough the Soviet Linion used ext- 
ensive diplomatic political pre- 
ssures on the Syrian government. 

Q: What happens if something 
tragic happens to Yasser Arafat? 

A: It is difficult to predict, but l 
can say that from talking with him 
he would not run away, he will not 
leave his people. He's a freedom 
fighter, he's not a president. 1 
think his fight is ultimately for a 
political goal. He wants to som- 
ehow convince the Arab gov- 
ernments that they cannot control 
Palestinian destiny again. 

If something happens to him 1 
think the Palestinian struggle will 
continue. He has made his impact 
on history. He has put the Pal- 
estinian case before the world and 
has become a political worldman. 

He has not liberated an inch of 
Palestinian occupied land, but he 
has liberated the Palestinian peo- 
ple in the sense he gave them dig- 
nity and told the world these are a

O'. But apart from symbolism, 
with no real power base remaining 
in the area, isn’t their position 
weaker now than it was except for 
public appeal? 

A: Wherever Palestinians live 
is a power base. The PLO has ins- 
titutions where Palestinians live, 
such as hospitals, schools, clinics, 
factories and welfare institutions. 

It's a continual struggle by these 
people who are stateless, without 
passports, without the right to full 
employment because they are for- 
eigners wherever they live. A str- 
uggle by these people to survive 
and to help themselves. Even if 
the Palestianians have lost what 
you have called a power base in 
the north, they bt.il! will continue 
their political and social economic 
work for survival and for ult- 
imately regaining their political 
rights. 

Q: Yet absent Mr. Arafat’s lea- 
dership, who would be the leaders 
— the rebel groups? 

A: No. not those rebels because 
the Palestinian political fra- 
mework it is impossible lo take 
power through force. 

We have our Palestine National 
Council, with 35U members (Tin 
one of them). YVe elect to lea- 
dership; we elected a 15-member 
executive committee, headed by 
' Mr. Arafat He is the third elected 
chairman. 

The Palestinians will never acc- 
ept leaders who come through 
foreign efforts, or through a coup. 
We are really a democratic peo- 
ple.

; Their position contrasts severely 
j with the spirit of the Kissinger 
Commission report on Central 
America, which calls for the Llni- 
ted States to become more inv- 
olved militarily, not less. 

President Ronald Reagan, who 
received the paheTs report jiiM 
two hours before the pilot's death, 
had hoped the commission would 
produce proposals that would win 
widespread support among the 
public and in congress. 

Initially. Mr. Kissinger was rel- 
uctant to take on the assignment, 
sensing that the goal of bridging 
differences between liberals and 
conservatives on the panel was 
beyond reach. When he look the 
job. he described it as a "suicide 
mission.” 

He felt that the commission's 
deliberations would simply mirror 
the acrimonious divisions over 
Central America that have been, 
pan of the American political lan- 
dscape since 1979. when the pos- 
sibility initially arose that Soviet 
influence could spread to that reg- 
ion.

than a deepening troop inv- 
olvement.” 

Other Democrats found fault 
with the commission's rec- 
ommendation for billion in 
development aid over five years.

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Poorer North nation’s children 
also suffer recession’s impact 


GENEVA — ' The world eco- 
nomic recession IS now b eginning 

to have an impact on the lives of 
children around the world acc- 
ording to a new study prepared by 
the United Nations Chi- 
ldren’s Fund (UNICEF). 

!n Zambia, information, from 
the poorer northern regions is ind- 
icating a fall in children’s height- 
for-age. In Sao Paulo, the pro- 
portion of low birth-weight babies 
is rising. In Costa Rica, the num- 
ber of children being treated for' 
severe malnutrition has doubled 
between 1981 and 1982. In the 
USSR, infant death rates have, 
been rising for some time and in" 
the United States, infant mortality 
has also risen in areas such as Ala- 
bama and Michigan which have 
been particularly hard hit by the 
recession. 

Because the poor spend a gre- 
ater proportion of their money on 
necessities, says the report, any 
fail in incomes inevitably inflicts 
its most serious consequences on 
the poorer classes. And if the fam- 
ilies of the poor have to cut back 
on basics like food, fuel and med- 
ical care, then it is the growing 
minds and bodies of young chi- 
ldren which suffer most. 

Most of the economic mec- 
hanisms which link poor com- 

unities to the international eco- 
nomic system, says UNICEF, also 
tend to amplify the shock waves of 
economic recession ft has been 
estimated, for example, that a 1 
per cent in the rate of growth of 
the industrialised countries pro- 
duces. on average, a l_5 per cent 
fall in the rate of growth of the 
developing nations. Similarly, 
within the developing nations 
themselves, a 2 per cent or 3 per 
cent fall in average incomes often 
becomes a 10 per cent or 15 per 
cent fall in the incomes of the 
poor. Even within poor com- 
munities. says UNICEF, it is often 
the weaker members — the 
women and young children — who 
have to go without. "If we take 
into account the combined effect 
of Lhese multipliers,’' says the rep- 
ort, ” it is easy to see that for a poor 
child of a large landless family 
engaged in. say the export- 
orienied sector bf a low-income 
economy, even a drop of two' or 
three points in the growth rate of 
the industrialised nations may eas- 
-ily result in a deterioration of inc- 
ome of 50 per cent or more." 

Falling family income is the- 
refore the main medium for the 
transmission of recession’s impact 
to children. And in many parts of 
the world, average incomes have 
begun to decline for the first time 
in many years. Africa is the har- 
dest hit continent: when the fig- 
ures for 1982 are confirmed, it is 
expected that per capita GNPin 
the nations south -of- the -Sahara 
will have fallen by another two per 
cent. In a country like Zambia, 
heavily dependant on copper pri- 
ces which have reached their low- 


est level for 50 years, average fam- 
. fly incomes have been almost hal- 
ved. In Latin America, incomes 
have also declined for two con- 
secutive yean. And in Costa Rica, 
real incomes are down by as much 
as a third. 


to prevent the main burden of the 
recession from falling on those 
least able to sustain it. 

Because the full impact of rec- 
ession would take time to make 
itself known, says UNICEF, the 
evidence now available should be

The other main channel by 
which recession reaches children 
is reduced government spending 
on child services such as clinics, 
schools, supplementary feeding 
programmes, and immunisation 
campaigns. Because social welfare 
programmes of this kind are not 
usually protected by powerful int- 
erest groups, and because they are 
often considered as luxuries, they 
usually suffer quickly and dis- 
proportionately from government 
cut-backs. Under the impact of 
recession in Tanzania, for exa- 
mple. the share of government 
spending devoted to basic needs 
programmes has declined from 26 
per cent. Similarly in Zambia, the 
share of social services in total 
government spending has fallen 
from 30 per cent in 1 977 to 20 per 
cent in 1980. Even in India, gov- 
ernment expenditure on child- 
related services has been cut from 
15 per cent to 12 per cent of total 
government expenditure in the 
country’s Fifth Five Year Plan. 

“In most countries," concludes 
the report, “there seems to have 
been a systematic sacrifice of the 
‘sociaT sectors to the 'economic' in 
the erroneous belief that social 
means 'uneconomic'. The fact is 
that by both hard-headed eco- 
nomic calculations and by the 
most elementazy tenets of human 
welfare, investment in the health 
and skills and well-being of chi- 
ldren is the most essential inv- 
estment of alL” 

Looking to what can be done to 
protect children from the worst 
impact of recession, the report 
argues that the relationship bet- 
ween the state of a country’s eco- 
nomy and the well-being of its chi- 
ldren is more a matter of policy 
and priorities than of any rigid 
ratio. Nations like Sri Lanka, for 
example, have achieved levels of 
child health and. education which 
are far higher than in many cou- 
ntries which are three or even four 
times richer. 

Within nations, the report arg- 
ues that services for children sho- 
uld be the last items to be cut not 
the first. This may well mean. Jhe 
report implies, that the economic 
shock of recession should be abs- 
orbed by the wants of the rich rat- 
her than the. needs of the poor. 

Internationally, the families of 
the poor can be helped by lower 
interest rates and fewer trade res- 
trictions plus increased dev- 
elopment aid and changes in int- 
ernational financial arrangements 


at the same time as UNICE Fs 
annual State of the World's Chi- 
ldren report which this year draws 
together examples from all over 
the world of low-cost techniques 
which, says UNICEF, can mai- 
ntain and even accelerate progress 
for children — despite the rec- 1 
ession. 

“For the rest of this decade,” 
says UNICEF, “the first principle 
of progress will be 'making more 
of what you have 1 and changing 
the ratio between resources and 
results." — UNICEF

Thais stop at two

BANGKOK — Sir Winston Chu- 
rchill is the newest recruit in the 
world's most successful birth con- 
trol campaign. 

Glowering from the from of a 
T-shirt. Britain's late World War 
11 prime minister gives his two- 
fingered V-for-victoiy sign. Says 
the caption: Stop at two." 

Two children a family is the tar- 
get of Meechai Veeravaidhaya. 
the persuasive head of Thailand's 
Population and Community Dev- 
elopment Association (PDAi. 
who has almost single-handedly 
put entertainment into birth con- 
trol. 

He has also made it work. The 
number of children per family has 
plummeted from 3.3 ten years ago 
to 1 .8 this year, which according to 
United Nations figures is the fas- 
test decline in human history. 

Mr. Meechai. whose calling 
card is a condom, is confident the 
number will drop to 1 .5 a family 
by 1 986. largely because the idea 
that two children are enough has 
taken hold and because the PDA 
has widely publicised and dis- 
tributed family planning aids. 

Mr. Meechai considers vas- 
ectomies to be the best method of. 
birth control for families who want 
no more children. 

“We have launched the world’s 
first nationwide vasectomy cam- 
paign.” he said. “In terms of vas- 
ectomy. you have to go to the peo- 
ple, make it convenient for them. 

“At present more women than 
men are being sterilised and we 
want to reverse that trend." Mr. 
Meechai said. “It’s a much simpler 
operation for men. It's also che- 


aper. and we're not a rich cou- 
ntry." 

Since 19SO Mr. Meechai has 
held well-published vasectomy 
clinics on the May 1 Labour Day 
holiday and on the Dec. 5 birthday 
of Thailand's King Bhumibol 
Adulyadej. 

Last Dec. 5 his volunteer doc- 
• tors claimed the world record for 
the number of vasectomies per- 
formed in one day. 1 1 91). and next 
year Mr. Meechai is confident he 
will break 2.ooti. 

Growing crowds of men. often 
with their wives and children, att- 
end the clinics, which arc held in 
decorated tents and caravans and 
live up to their PDA billing as 
, “festivals." 

One man this year was brought 
by his mother who said she was 
tired of helping care for his chi- 
ldren." Mr. Meechai said. 

But there is no pressure from 
the PDA. 

“ Anything involving force bet- 
ween the navel and the knee has 
never worked in the history of 
mankind.” Mr. Meechai said. 

To ensure they will have no reg- 
rets. potential vasectomy patients 
are thoroughly questioned and 
counselled before the seven- 
minute operation. 

"Vasectomies are reversible in 
8« per cent of cases up to 1 0 years 
after the operation." Mr. Meechai 
said, “but we don't use that as an 
inducement.” 

Sterilisation and birth control 
pills are the most popular means 
of family planning in Thailand. 
Sterilisation is free in all PDA and 
government clinics, but a small fee 
is charged for pills or injectible 
contraceptives. 

Abortion is illegal except in the 


case of rape or if the mother's hea- 
lth is endangered. Nonetheless an 
estimated JIMi.tlHu abortions were 
performed here last year, com- 
pared with one million live births. ' 

The Buddhist religion of the 
vast majority of Thailand's 50 mil- 
lion citizens poses no problems for 
family planners. 

“Buddha himself had only one 
child, and it is written in Buddhist 
scriptures that many births cause 
sorrow." Mr. Meechai said. 

Family planning is also being 
linked with rural development. 
Under new government proposals - 
villages which can prove their res- 
idents practise birth control will 
get priority in road and dam rep- 
airs. 

And in six poor northeastern 
villages a Sl5.(JHU development 
fund allotted to each village for 
income-generating projects will 
be doled out according to birth 
control habits. 

One male sterilisation is worth’ 
Sun. a female sterilisation S7n and 
use of the pill 835. Any woman 
who goes one year without pre- 
gnancy would receive 520 from 
the fund. 

“In other words, they don’t gel 
their 8I5.HOO until they practise 
family planning." Mr. Meechai 
said. 

Mr. Meechai is eager to spread 
the birth control word beyond 
Thailand. 

The Sri Lankan government - 
recently asked for 10.000 Mee- 
chai key rings — featuring a small 
clear plastic box containing a col- 
ourful condom and inscribed 
“break in case of emergency". 

And soon the world’s heads of 
state will open New Years gre- 
eting cards from Mr. Meechai. 
wishing their countries a year of 
“increased productivity and sub- 
dued fertility".

People used to be able to saf- 
eguard their savings by holding 
foreign currency, but that loo- 
phole has been closed by rules all- 
owing only travellers going abroad 
to buy currency. 

Many Israelis made large profits

But last year there was a 
slump in January and a major col- 
lapse in October which badly hit 
many small investors. 

Mr. Maui Saar took early ret-

U.S. Supreme Court 
home video taping is 


rules 

lawful 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. Supreme Court, in a 
victory for the home video recording industry, has 
ruled that video taping of Hollywood films and tel- 
evision programmes for home use does not break the 
law. 


The 5-4 decision is likely to set 
off an intensive lobbying battle in 
Congress between the home video 
taping industry and Hollywood. 

The film industry has argued it 
is not properly compensated for 
home taping of films which it says 
has cut down on the sales nl pre- 
recorded tapes and on audiences 
that will view subsequent sho- 
wings of films on television. 

Jack Valenti, president of the 
Motion Picture Association of 
America, said at a press con- 
ference: "This is just the opening 
shot in a battle Congress must dec- 
ide." 

No commercial gain 

The majority opinion, written 
by Justice Paul Stevens, said home 
video lape recorders were pri- 
ncipally used for entertainment 
and not for commercial gain. 

"One may search the copyright 
act in vain lor any sign that the 
elected representatives of the mil- 
lions of people who watch tel- 
evision ei cry day have made it 
unlawful to copy a programme for 
later viewing at home, or have 
enacted a fiat prohibition against 
the sales of machines that make 
such copying possible." Justice 
Stevens said. 

The ruling was made on a case 
by Universal City Studios Inc. and 
Walt Disney Productions against 
the Sony Corp of America and 
Other video equipment man- 
ufacturers. 


A federal appeals court in Cal- 
ifornia ruled in I dm that home 
video taping violated federal cop* 
yright laws and said some form of 
a>mpensaiion must go to the mov- 
iemakers. 

The Supreme Court disagreed 
and suggested in its judgment 
Tuesday that Congress might want 
to review the l‘>7o copyright law- 
in view of new technology aff- 
ecting taping and recording. . 

The film industry has asked 
Congress to impose royalties on 
video cassette rccorde rs and blank 
tapes. 

Twentieth Century Fox said in 
Los Angeles after the decision it 
would push in Congress lor a cha- 
nge in copyright laws to provide 
film companies with a royalty on 
the sale of blank video cassettes 
and video recording equipment as 
many European countries had 
done. 

The Sony Corp. of America said 
it would fight any attempt to und- 
ermine the Supreme Court dec- 
ision. either in Congress or thr- 
ough further litigation. 

The court's judgment was exp- 
ected in lead to congressional con- 
side ration of action on audio rec- 
orders and tapes. 

Sony, manufacturer of a leading 
brand of video tape recorder, had 
argued that home taping con- 
stituted fair use of copyrighted 
material. 

Video recording industry sou- 
rces estimate that sales of video 


recorders could reach 5 million 
units this year and will rise to 45 
million by I l * l M». 

Mr. Valenti, the Motion Picture 
Association head, said if copyright 
fees were not imposed on the use 
of video recorders, creativity 
would be discouraged and the 
American public would suffer. 

Japan’s Sony haOs ruling 

However. Japan's Sony Cor- 
poration. a major manufacturer of 
Video Tape Recorders (VTRS:. 
hailed as an important victory for 
consumers the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling. 

Sony Executive Director Naozo 
Mabuchi said in a press statement: 
" We are very happy about the rul- 
ing which fully backed our ass- 
ertion that home video taping by 
individuals for non-profit making 
purposes is legal.

Boeing unveils latest product 


SEATTLE (R) — The Boeing 
Company, the non-communist 
world's biggest plane man- 
ufacturer. has unveiled its latest 
product an airliner mundane in 
appearance and cheap to develop 
but billed as super-efficient. 

•Called the Boeing 737-300. the 
short-to medium-range 140-seat 
aircraft has engines made by a 
French-U.S. joint company, has 
so far been ordered by 6 airlines 
including I British and 1 Can- 
adian. and is seen by its makers as 
at least a partial rival to the pro- 
posed new European Airbus 
A3 21). 

The first of the *22 million air- 
liner. which was rolled out at Boe- 
ing's huge plant outside this nor- 
thwestern chy Tuesday, is due to 
start test flights in March. 

Deliveries are expected by the 
end of this year. 

Orders for 56 aircraft have been 
received so far. all from U.S. car- 
riers except for the British charter 
company Orion Ariways. which 
has ordered 5. and Canadian Pac- 
ific Air. which has ordered 1 0. 


In appearance, the 737-3on 
looks much like its successful for- 
erunners in the stubby, twin-jet 
737 series of which more than 
1 .01 in have been built since they 
began flying in 1*>67. 

But it has been lengthened by 
265 centimetres which is about 3 
seat rows, has engines built by 
CFM International, a joint con- 
cern of France's Snecma and 
America’s General Electric Com- 
pany. and incorporates advanced 
aluminium alloys and weight- 
saving materials such as graphite. 

Boeing says that its new airliner 
will have a 2t» to 25 per cent red- 
uction in fuel burned per seat, 
compared with the aircraft's imm- 
ediate predecessor, the 737-200". 
and is one of the most fuel- 
efficient in its class. 

Company officials say the air- 
craft will lake off more quietly 
than any commercial airliner ope- 
rating today, although they con- 
cede that on landing, the 737-300 
is slightly noisier than its chief 
rival, a new version of the McD- 
onnell Douglas DCD. 


The 737-300 is designed with a 
range that will enable it to fly. for 
example, nonstop from London to 
Cairo or from Singapore to Perth. 
Western Australia, or Shanghai. 

Boeing's high opinion of its new 
product is shared by some Wall 
Street analysis. 

According to Mr. Paul Nisbet of 
Prudential-Bachc. "the 737-300 
is a relatively cheaply-developed 
response in advance to the Airbus 
A 32u.” 

"For about 53no million. Boe- 
ing has been able to develop an 
aircraft comparable to one that 
Airbus will have to spend *2io c-3 
billion on.” Mr. Nisbei wrote. 


Boeing itself does not see the 
737-31HI as a direct competitor to 
the European consortium Aiifrus 
Industrie's A32<L which if it is 
launched will have a larger cap- 
acity. 

But Boeing officials say they are 
not convinced thai there is a sub- 
stantial market for the size of air- 
craft that Airbus has in mind. 

If such a market does in fact 
materialise. Boeing says it can 
"stretch" the 737 still further, or 
build a completely new aircraft, 
which at present is known as the 
7-dash-7 because the company 
has not yet decided exactly what to 
call it.

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Gromyko renews attack 
on U.S. missile deployment 


U.S. seeks to bring 
Moscow back to talks 


STOCKHOLM (R) — The Soviet Union 
Wednesday accused the United States of an 
arms buildup aimed at military superiority 
and said new U.S. missiles in Western Eur- 
ope were undermining security. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko made the charges in a 
roughly-worded speech to a 35- 
nation" European Disarmament 
Conference. He was due to hold 
talks with U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz later in the day. 

He said that along with new 
U.S. nuclear missiles, “militarism, 
enmity and war hysteria are being 
exported to Western Europe.” 

Mr. Gromyko accused the Uni- 
ted States of breaking off neg- 
otiations on medium-range mis- 
siles. which Moscow quit last Nov- 
ember after the first U.S. cruise 
and Pershing-2 rockets arrived in 


West Germany. Britain'and Italy. 

He reiterated Kremlin policy 
that the Soviet Union would ret- 
urn to the talks only if NATO 
shewed itself ready to “return to 
the situation before deployment.” 
Mr. Gromyko accused Was- 
hington of setting out “to disrupt 
the existing correlation of forces. 

“Its aim is to acquire military 
superiority over the Soviet Union, 
superiority of the NATO cou- 
ntries over the Warsaw treaty 
countries through a massive bui- 
ldup of nuclear armaments. 

“This in the thinking of United 
States strategists might sup- 


Arms race threatening 
world peace, Zhao says 


'OTTAWA (Ri — Chinese Pre- 
mier Zhao Ziyang. calling the 
arms race between the sup- 
erpowers a serious threat to world 
peace, says Peking wants neither 
hoi war nor cold war. 

At a state dinner in his honour 
Tuesday night, he also praised 
Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau for his disarmament cru- 
sade and “tireless efforts in see- 
king relaxation of international 
tension." 

Mr. Zhao, who came to Ottawa 
after a nine-day visit to the United 
States, pursued the same theme in 
his dinner toast Tuesday night as 
he had earlier in the day when he 
became the first Communist lea- 
der ever to address the Canadian 
Parliament. 

Mr. Zhao told the dinner that 
“the superpowers’ rivalry for heg- 
emony and their arms race con- 
stitute serious threats to world 
peace and security.” 

“We want neither hot war nor- 
cold war. We want a stable and 
lasting peace." he said.

U.S. anti-satellite missile 
to be tested this month 


WASHINGTON (Rj — A new 
U.S. missile, designed for launch 
from an F-15 fighter to knock 
down enemy satellites, is likely to 
be tested for the first time by Jan. 
31. the Pentagon said Tuesday. 

Spokesman Michael Burch said 
the test, originally scheduled for 
last October or November, had 
been delayed because of mec- 
hanical problems, bad weather 
and lack of test range availability. 

The anti-satellite (ASATj sys- 
tem. which has been developed in 
secret, had been due for testing 


several years ago. but the pro- 
gramme was called off without 
explanation. 

U.S. officials say the Soviet 
Union already has an ASAT sys- 
tem in operation, but some mil- 
itary sources say it has been tested 
only about 2U times and must be 
considered experimental. 

In the U.S. test the modified 
F-15 will take off from Edwards 
Air Force Base in California and 
fire its 5.5 metre (IS foot) two- 
stage rocket somewhere over 
Vandenberg Air Force Base Near 
Santa Barbara. California.

There are those who 
preempt on very weak hands 
in the belief that they should 
do all they can to interfere 
with the enemy auction. But 
that tactic can backfire — it 
can sometimes allow declarer 
to bring home his contract 
because the preemptive bid 
has revealed a defender's 
hand. 

West could have been 
sentenced for attempted rob- 
bery because of his light 
opening bid. It did not pre- 
vent his opponents from 
reaching their spade slam. 
North made a takeout double 


and then went straight to 
slam when South jumped to 
four spades in response. 

West led a low club, and it 
was obviously a singleton. It 
was also the only lead to give 
declarer a problem — with 
any other attack, declarer 
could have drawn trumps, 
stripped the red suits from 
his hand and dummy, and 
then end played East by run- 
ning a club to one of East's 
honors. 

It might seem that 
declarer must now lose two 
club tricks, but he found an 
ingenious method of landing 
his slam. He won the ace of 
clubs and drew two rounds of 
trumps. Next came the ace- 
king of hearts, sluffing two 
clubs from dummy, and a 
club ruff. Since West was 
now marked with nothing 
but seven diamonds in his 
band, the coup de grace was 
administered. 

Declarer cashed the high 
diamonds, discarding a club 
from hand, and then con- 
tinued with the table's re- 
maining diamond. However, 
instead of ruffing this Lrick, 
he sluffed another club from 
the dosed hand. 

West won the trick, but he 
did not relish having the 
lead. On bis forced diamond 
return, declarer ruffed on the 
board while getting rid of the 
last club from his hand. So he 
lost only a diamond trick, and 
the slam was home.

Mr. Gromyko repeated Soviet 
proposals for a nuclear freeze and 
a treaty on the demilitarisation of 
outer space. 

"Only the blind can fail to see 
the danger to mankind from outer 
space, should it ever be mil- 
itarised." he said. 

Mr. Gromyko criticised U.S. 
budget allocations for military 
purposes, which he said were gro- 
wing at unprecedented rates. 

"New missiles, bombers and 
aircraft carriers are being churned 
out in a kind of pathological obs- 
ession. 

“In short, the present U.S. adm- 
inistration is an administration 
thinking in terms of war and acting 
accordingly.” Mr. Gromyko said.

Australia to strengthen

CANBERRA (R) — Australia is 
to establish a stronger political 
and military presence in the Ind- 
ian Ocean. Foreign Minister Bill 
Hayden said Tuesday. 

The government will seek to 
establish stronger political links in 
the region, particularly with dev- 
eloping island states, he said in a 
statement. 

Government sources said spe- 


cial attention would be given to 
Mauritius. Madagascar. Lhe Sey- 
chelles and the Maldives. The new 
policy is expected to include reg- 
ular visits to Indian Ocean ports 
by Australian naval vessels. 

“Together with the Pacific 
Ocean and the region to Aus- 
tralia's north, the Indian Ocean is 
an area of strategic significance to 
Australia." Mr. Hayden said. 


Air France Jumbo lands 
after mid-air explosion 


KARACHI (R) — An Air France 
Boeing 747 Jumbo Jet returned 
safely to Karachi Airport Wed- 
nesday after an explosion on 
board in mid-air. airport officials 
said. 

Airport Manager Captain 
Wasim Khan told Reuters the air- 
craft returned to the airport 27 
minutes after taking off for Dha- 
hran. Saudi Arabia. 

He said no one on board was 
injured. 

Fayyaz Khan, deputy station 
manager for Air France at Karachi 
Airport told Reuters: “The exp- 
losion ripped open a small portion 
of the aircraft from its bottom 
side." 

"There is no cause of alarm as 
all the 246 passengers and 1 5 crew 
members are safe.” he added. 

The plane, flight 1 5 1 from Man- 


ila and Bangkok, landed at Kar- 
achi early this morning. It took off 
for Dhahran at 1 -54 a.m. after tak- 
ing on 64 passengers and returned 
about half an hour later after the 
explosion. 

Mr. Fayyaz Khan said the air- 
port security men and Air France 
staff were probing into the cause 
of the blast. 

Airport officials said it might 
have been caused by sudden loss 
of fuselage compression. 

But security men said they were 
checking the baggage and pas- 
sengers list for any Iranians on 
board. 

The Air France office in Kar- 
achi and three other French off- 
ices in the city were the target of 
bomb blasts last year. Police sub- 
sequently rounded up at least 12 
Iranians. 


State of emergency 
extended in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO tRj — President 
Junius Jayewardeoe Wednesday 
extended a nationwide eight- 
month-old state of emergency in 
Sri Lanka for a further month 
amid sporadic separatist guerrilla 
violence in the island's northern 
province. 

The extension of the emergency 
will be discussed in parliament 
Thursday, official sources said. 

Special powers under the eme- 
rgency have been given to troops 
and police to curb guerrilla act- 
ivities in the north and to prevent 
fresh outbreak of ethnic violence 
in other parts of the country. 

A conference of political par- 
ties. ethnic and religious groups 
called by Mr. Jayewardene is und- 
erway in Colombo to find ways of 
easing tension between the maj-» 
ority Sinhalese and Tamils. 

The Tamils, who form 2.S mil- 
lion of the island’s 1 5 million peo- 
ple. are demanding a separate 
state in the northern and eastern 
provinces where most of the min- 
ority community live. 

The main minority party, the 


Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF) which is leading the cam- 
paign for a separate state, is 
among the political parties at the 
conference. 

Sixteen TULF parliamentarians 
have lost their seats in the leg- 
islature after they boycotted Lhe 
assembly continuously for three, 
months to protest against the pas- 
sing of laws banning separatism. 

Mr. Jayewardene has pos- 
tponed by-elections to these seats, 
all in the northern and eastern 
provinces, using emergency pow- 
ers. He has said the by-elections 
would be held when conditions are 
more suitable. 

Meanwhile, police in the nor- 
thern Jaffna district said Wed- 
nesday nine fasting university stu- 
dents, abducted by gunmen on 
M °" da y night where still missing. 

They were questioning three 
nurses and a Christian nun in con- 
nection with the snatching of the 
students who were on the eighth 
day of a hunger strike. The nurses 
and the nun had also been seized 
by the gunmen and later released. 


WASHINGTON (Ri — U.S.

Mr. Reagan first proposed the 
zero-zero option, the elimination 
of all medium-range missiles, and 
taler said he would negotiate an 
agreement for equal and vcrifialbe 
levels. 

No agreement was reached bef- 
ore Mr. Reagan went ahead with 
NATO plans to begin the dep- 
loyment of U.S. missiles in Dec- 
ember. 

Mr. Nitze said Mr. Reagan voi- 
ced deep disappointment at their 
meeting about the Soviet walkout 
in Geneva, which worsened a chill 
in relations that began when a Sov- 
iet jet shot down a South Korean 
airliner in September.

. tain. Western military experts in 
Moscow said Wednesday. 

A report in the Soviet Army 
Daily Krasnaya Zvezda (RED 
STARj said troops were now 
manning the new bases and in cha- 
rge of “tactical means of an enh- 
anced range.” 

The Western experts said this 
terminology applied most ace- 
urtately to the SS-22. a new Soviet 
missile which has a range of 1 .00(1 
kilometres and could strike targets 
in most of Britain, all of West 
Germany and a major part of Fra- 
nce. 

After Moscow first announced 
plans to station new missiles in 
East Germany and Cze- 
choslovakia last October, the off- 
icial News Agency TASS warned 
that they would be able to reach 
Britain and West Germany within 
five minutes of launching. 

Officials in the Western NATO 
alliance’ have said they expea 


Moscow to deploy shorter range 
SS-21 and SS-23 rockets, which 
have a range, of 12<i kilometres 
and 5UU kilometres respectively. 

The SS-22 is a modernised and 
more powerful version of the 
SS-12 missile, which was dev- 
eloped in the 1960s and is bel- 
ieved to have been deployed only 
inside Soviet territory. 

The report in Krasnaya Zvezda 
gave no indication of the location 
of the new East German missile 
sites nor of the number of new 
weapons deployed. 

Western military attaches in 
Moscow said Wednesday that at 
present they had no information 
on this either. 

A report in the Communist 
Party Daily Pravda made dear 
that new missile sites in Cze- 
choslovakia were not yet ready to 
be made operational. 

The report, by a senior Cze- 
choslovak party official named as 
M. Stefanyak. said preparatory 
work was still being carried out on 
the missile bases.
